E ROSS SMITH KILLS EPFIE OLARK 


AND OOMMITSSUIOIDE. 


The Young Woman, Who Was a Freshman 


the Protestations of Affection of the 
Young Man to Whom She Had Bee 
Engaged—The Murderer-Suicide

E. Ross Smith of Portland, Ore., shot and 
killed Miss Effie Clark of Spokane Falls, 
Wash., last night in Evanston and fired two 
bullets into his own head, The shooting o- 


| curred im front of No. 712 Ayers court 


in the presence of Miss Abernethy, 
Mus Clark’s roommate. Smith fired 
three shots at the irl, all three af 
‘which took effect. Miss Clark died an 
and a half afterward at her room at No. 7. 
‘Ayers court, whither she was taken. Smith 
was taken to the police station, where he died 
at 3 o'clock this morning. — 4 
The cause ofthe tragedy was disappointed 
love. Miss Clark, who was 19 years old and the 
daughter of the Rev. Neison Clark, a retired 
Methodist minister now in the real estate 
business in Spokane Falls, came to Evans- 
ton last September and entered th 
university, taking the philosophical course. 
With ber came Miss Abernethy, also of Spo- 
kane Falls. They took rooms at the house of 
Mrs. Sloan, No. 717 Ayers court, and boarded 
at Mrs, Cornwall’s, No, 716 Ayers court. |

had been engaged for some time, came to 
Chicago, ostensibly to prepare himself to 
enter a medical college next fall.

news Of the shooting of Miss Clark came. A 
sophomore brought the mews and the joyful 
gathering turned to one of sorrow, for Mias 
Clark was one of the most highly respected 
and beloved of the fréshman girls. She 
had from the first won her way 
into the hearts of all those with whom she 
came in contact, Her attractiveness had often 
been the subject of remark at the social gath- 
erings cf the class. 

When the news of the crime reached 
the college cottage, one of the girls’ 


dormitories, quite a fiumber of the 


young women started for the house, 
where they sat around the rooms, somé cry- 
ing and some whispering to one another about 
the. tragedy. 
Both Miss Clark and her roommate weve ex- 
ceptionally active in religious work. They 
were regular attendants at the prayer-meet- 
ings of the freshman class and always took 
part, Miss Clark’s testimonies and prayers 


were always noticeable for their fervency and 
originality. She was extremely practical in 


her views of religious things and the attend- 
ants at the freshman prayer-meetings were 
always anxious to have her take part. It was 
only Friday that the Chaplain of the class 
obtained her consent to lead. one of the 
prayer-meetinas in the near, future. Miss 
Clark was also a member of a 
young woman’s class that met 


every Friday afternoon at Mrs. Allan Vane's 


residence, No, 112 Davis street, Evanston, for 
the purpose of prayer and religious conversa- 
tion. She was also an active member of the 
University Woman’s club, a literary or- 
ganization among young wom 
of the College of Liberal Arts. 3 

S smith Nervous at Supper. 

Miss Cornwall, daughter of the landlady at 
No. 616 Ayars court, said: Mr. Smith came 
to our house tonight at 5:30 o clock and staid 
for supper. He had often been here when 
Miss Clark boarded here. He seemed terribly 
worked up and said that he had hardly been 
able to sleep or eat for several weeks and 


‘something had to Be done. We didn't dream 


that he had any such intention as killmg Miss 
Clark in mind.” — 

Don Wasson, a son of the boarding- house 
landlady, was one of those who helped carry 
Missa Clark to her room after the shooting. 
He said to a reporter of Taz Trisunsz last 
night: 

„Miss Clark and Miss Abernethy ate supper 
with us tonight as usual, After supper they 
said they were going around on Maple 
avenue see a sick child. They left the 
house when Smith. came up. The three 
walked down to the corner together 
and then came back. I heard the 
pistol shots and ran out. Both Miss Clark 
and Smith were’ prostrate, Smithon the side- 
walk and Miss Ciark on the ground. A 32- 
caliber pistol lay beside Smith. We carried 
Miss Clark to her room and called a physician. 


The police were called and Smith was left un- 


til they arrived. He was taken away on a

Clark’s father is a wealthy citizen there, being 
worth over $250,000. Smith was at one time 


engaged in the plumbing business there under

Young Smith first met Miss Clark at the Spo- 
kane University. He was 21 and she was 16.

facing Dickey ssreet, whither the office ‘was 


transferred last night. 


Although Englewood is part and parcel of 
the City of Chicago, being included in the 
seventh extension, which about quadrupled 
the city’s area, in 1889, it is an independent 

fice of the second élass. The 
postal district of Englewood is bounded 
on the north by Fifty-sixth street, on the 
south by Seventy-third street, on the east by 
Calumet avenue, and on the west by Center 
avenue. The income of this office from the 
gale of stamps for the quarter ending March 
$1 last was $8,500, being an increase of nearly 


2.000 over the amount of stamps sold during 


the first quarter of 1892. During the quarter 
just ended 1,410 registered letters were dis- 
. patched from this office, and 1,430 received 
and delivered. An average of 18,000 pieces— 
letters, papers, etc.—is received and delivered 
at this o daily. Three collections are 
made in the district averaging 100,000 
“dropped” at 


All this metter is hand led by fourteen car- 
riers, three collectors, one registry carrier, 
and one special messenger. There are four 
horses in the service, three for collection, and 
one for a mounted carrier, who attends to the 
postal business of the outlying districts. 

The office staff consists of Col. F. A. Battey, 
Postmaster; George W. Kemper, who serves 
as Assistant Postmaster, Mailing Clerc, and 
Superintendent of Carriers; one money order 
clerk, one delivery and stampclerk, one dis- 
tributing clerk, and one night clerk. | 

Small Salaries Paid. 


‘The money order clerk, who handles about 
$200, 000 annually, gets a aalary of a year. 


The delivery clerk gets the same amount. The 


salary of carriers is $600 the first year and $850 
a year afterwards. In this way Uncle Sam 
gets 50 per cent of the gross income of tho 
office ; $2,000 was sent to the United States 
Subtreasury in one month— December last.

Walter Pater, with his exact 
measurements and correct verbal values, is a 
little too finished to convey the idea that he is 
soliloquizing, and yet one feels that he would 
not sacrifice a vestige of one of his exquisite 
sentences to sell out an edition! |

Queer Literary Blunders.
